Payne, consulting engineer for the 
A m erican 
M ining 
congress, 
who 
. poke before a grcup of Colorado 
m ining m en in Denver, recently. 
M ore than half the w orld’s pop­ 
ulation, Dr. Payne said, desires sil­ 
ver currency, which has fcoen de­ 
stroyed as a purchasing power by 
legii a.ive action. 
“The great com m onwealths of the 
U n.ted S tates are rich beyond the 
dream s cf Midas,” he sa:d. “They 
should be creating opportunities for 
employm ent instead 
cf legislating 
again u im aginary sins.” 
G eld mining ls due for a pros- 
percus year, according to Dr. Payne. 
He pointed cut th a t the slackness 
in the bare m etal industry made 
this possible. 
Dr. Payne em phasized th e value 
cf the payroll in m ining ccmmu 
nines. Denver, he said, should be 
“m ining minded" 
because 
cf the 
grea-1 payroll 
turnover 
in m ining 
com m unities. 
“T his city should launch a cam ­ 
paign to advertise? th? m ineral re­ 
sources cf Colorado and to restore 
m ining to the place it once occupied 
in th e industrial life of the state,’ 
he declared. 
Dr 
Paynn also recom mended a 
re tu rn to bimetallism by the lead­ 
ing nations of the world as the rem ­ 
edy for the prevailing industrial d n 
prt iSion. The entire continent of 
Asia 
he said, has be*'n reduced to 
o n e-tcu rth of its purchasing power 
by the dem onetization of silver in 
India.
